Replying 
to the toast of the Royal Family, 
the Duke of York expressed the 
opinion that efforts to improve the 
conditions of life in the great in- 
dustrial centres must start from 
the belief that ordinary health and 
contentment are  essentin! ta 
vigorous and suceessful life in the 
hody politic. seul 

In fact, no refinements of civili- 
sation enn be built where there is 
no stability of wealth without the 
general welfare of people. 

"Pine arts, he said are pernaps, 
the surest sizn of genuine civiliga- 
tion and the greatest memorial 
that a generation can leave behind 
it.

The Order added: “There is 
little doubt that the prompt and 
gallant action of the Ulsters, assist- 
ed by the Indian Army Ordnance 
Corps, prevented most serious ex- 
plosion, the effect of which would | 
have been incaleulable.”
